The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 12, -INSERT- after "a processor capable of processing... the instruction stored in the 
storage area": 

wherein the instruction in the storage area is from a software component stored in the 
storage area and selected from a set of software components including an operating system, an 
object-oriented component, a virtual machine, a network protocol stack, and an object-oriented 
a pplication . 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, inter alia, the application being implemented as one or more object- 
oriented classes and the one or more routines are method calls in the one or more 
object-oriented classes (emphasis added). Claim 1 also recites the command-line 
interface application programming interface (CLI-API) providing an object-oriented 
application programming interface for the application to develop programmatic 
interactions with the network device (emphasis added). 

- Claim 8 recites, inter alia, the network system having capabilities comprising a 
remote serial command line interface (RS-CLI) device connected between the 
application-enabled network device and the non-application enabled network device, 
the RS-CLI device capable of receiving an application over a network from the 
application-enabled network device, executing the application and producing 
commands for transmission over a serial connection connected to the non-application 
enabled network device, wherein the commands are compatible with the CLI on the 
non-application enabled network device (emphasis added). 

Claim 12 is amended hereby to recite (in accordance to amendment dated 
08/18/2004), inter alia, the instruction in the storage area is from a software 
component stored in the storage area and selected from a set of software components 
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including an operating system, an object-oriented component, a virtual machine, a 
network protocol stack, and an object-oriented application (emphasis added). 
- Claim 18 recited similar allowable limitations as those indicated above. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
